VANCE JAILED; 
CONFESSES 
CRIME 

Marshall Shooting Case 
Solved by Arrest of | 
Man in Oregon 

Death by hanging under Cali¬ 
fornia’s "Lindbergh law" will be 
sought for two Ontario youths for 
the asserted participation in the ' 
robbery and shooting June 16 of 
Harold Marshall, ‘24, Laguna 
Beach taxicab driver 

The .second of the two youths to 
be captured is Gerald Vance, 18- 
year-old fruit picker, caught yes¬ 
terday by Sheriff Syd I. Brown of 
Jack.son county. Oregon, as he ar¬ 
rived in Medford in his hitch¬ 
hiking flight from California. 
Brown .said Vance admitted the 
shooting.

His admitted lompanion on the 
night of the shooting, Don DeBord, 
18, was arrested in Huntihgton : 
Beach Wednesday when he asked 
a police officer about the crime. ; 

Deputy District Attorney James 
\j. Davis said today the two youths 
will be charged v.dth kidnaping un¬ 
der section 209 of the penal code, 
when they arc brought to superior ' 
::ourt. Recommendations of death ’ 
or life imprisonment are optional ' 
with the jury when a defendant is 
found guilty on this charge. 

To date both are charged with 
robbery ami a.ssault with a deadly 
weapon. 

V'ance, his picture anil de.scrip- 
tion broadcast on 3000 circulars all 
over the West, has been the object 
of a search ever since Wed.ne.sday . 
morning. Informed by his parents 
that Vance intended going to Ore¬ 
gon to pick apples, Chief Criminal , 
Deputy Merle Dean had asked a' 
closei watch on Medford. .Shciiff 
Brown, head of .Jack.son count.y’s' 
three-man .sheriff's office, tele¬ 
graphed yesterday afternoon that 
he had Vance in custody, and that 
Vance admitted firing the shot

Vance Identified 
Marshall, suffering on his bed 
at St. Jo.seph's hospital from the 
.shot which nearly killed him as it 
drove into his spine . when he 
grappleii with the man who had 
slugged him and reached for his 
money, has identified V'ance from 
a photograph, as his assailant. 

He also identified De Bord as 
the person who was waiting for 
them at a lonely spot in Laguna 
canyon where the shooting took 
place, and DeBord has arlmitted 
being with Vance there.

Spell Continues ! 

f'HICAGO. Farmers in the 
arid areas of the West, watch¬ 
ing farm commodity prices rise 
while crop prospects w’aned. faced 
continuation of hot, dry weather 
today. 

Deeply concerned over the 
sprea<i of the drought, they re¬ 
ceived more bad news from me¬ 
teorologists. Generally fair and 
w'armer conditions were forecast. 
Showers were regarded a.s prob¬ 
able only in the northern great 
plains section.

Convention Votes at 
11:30 Tomorrow on 
Two-thirds Rule

CONVENTION HALL, Pmladel- 
phia, (iP)—Relying on its commit¬ 
tees to quell threatened strife over 
the constitution and the Townsend 
old age pension plan, the Demo- 
ratic convention rested up today 
in a routine session at which it 
had a hard time assembling a 
crowd. 

All comers were given their say 
before a harmony-seeking plat¬ 
form committee. Some warned it 
would be costly to disregard their 
petitions, but nothing altered the 
prospect for an all-New Deal 
statement of policy, even at the 
cost of a floor dispute tomorrow 
night. 

‘Two-Thirds' Vote Set 

The rules committee agreed to 
vote at 11:30 a. m. tomorrow on 
the question of abrogating the 
century-old two-thirds rule. 

Yesterday's riotous demonstra¬ 
ting had left its mark on the 
weary delegates. Many failed to 
show up for the third session. The 
galleries looked so forlorn, the 
doors were opened wide for all 
and sundry until most seats were 
finally occupied. 

Both on the floor and in the 
hearings on the platform, the busi¬ 
ness droned on in unspectacular 
fashion. Vaudeville and opera 
stars were called on to keep the 
crowd diverted, with Eddie Dow¬ 
ling, of vaudeville fame, acting as 
master of ceremonies, 
j Schwellenbach Balks 

I One spark came from the 
Washington state sector. Sen. 
Lewis Schwellenbach, who had 
j been instructed to espouse the 
j Townsend plan before the platform 
I committee, refused to serve. 

"I'm on vacation,” he protest¬ 
ed. Who would carry on in his 
stead at the closed meeting to¬ 
night remained to he decided.

Ham Cotton of San Clemente 
and William B. .Neblett of Los 
Angeles don’t make good sleeping 
partners. 

Following Cotlon'.s victory over 
Neblett at the Democratic conven- 
:ion in Philadelphia, where he ap¬ 
parently won control of the cam¬ 
paign in this state, Neblett re¬ 
marked facetiously that maybe 
he’d go over to Cotton’s hotel and 
sleep with Harn. 

Whether he carried out his 
threat has not been announced: 
but anyway Neblett today was re¬ 


ported to have said, "It’s war to 
the knife!" 

The California delegation Mon¬ 
day night ailopted a resolution 
which would make Neblett ineligi¬ 
ble for member.ship on the coi.i- 
mitlee in charge of the campaign 
in this state, because he is just an 
alternate delegate. Cotton is a 
regular delegate and. under the 
resolution, could even be chairman 
of the committee. 

A conference was held between 
Cotton and Neblett. Neblett, ac¬ 
cording to reports, walked out of 
the .‘jcssion with the worils. 

"You cannot come into Los An¬ 
geles countv and run things as 


against the group with which I am 
identified, and which is going to 
organize the county committee for 
the fight this fall. 

"We have our slate ready and 
we’ll go to bat against any .slate 
you may try to put in Los 
Angeles." 

"This is what Neblett reported he 
said to Cotton. 

Senator William G. McAdoo, as 
national committeeman, still has 
the ace card to play in the battle, 
it is understood. He does not have 
to abide by the resolution which 
puts Neblett out in the cold. No 
one knows what he's going to do, 
but it is regarded as significant

HUNTINGTON BEACH. Drill¬ 
ing on the deepest hole ever to be 
-sunk in this county resumed here 
today. Geological findings made 
by sinking the well will spell the 
fate of proposed exploration and 
expansion of the old field and 
town lot field here. 

The well is being sunk by the 
West Ameriran Oil company for 
the A. C. Morton interests, six 
miles north of the Huntington 
Beach field. It recently was drilled 
to 8000 feet and then shut down 
60 days ago. 

More than 9000 feet of addi¬ 
tional drill pipe was hauled to the 
Smeltzer well site todav, and three 
crews will work on full time from 
now on to push the well to com¬ 
pletion. A six-inch drill pipe has 
been replaced by a four-inch drill. 

Several Huntington Beach oil 
men have leases around the Mor¬ 
ton property. Chief interest in 
the project is that the log of the 
well from 8200 foet to its con¬ 
templated depth of 9n00 feet will 
give operators a view of under¬ 
ground conditions at that depth, 
and show whether or not depth 
explorations of the Huntington 
Beach oil structure are warranted. 

If geological conditions as shown 
by the Morton well are favor¬ 
able local operators are planning 
to combine re.sources for depth 
tests in the old field and town lot 
field. Nothing definite will be 
decided, it was .said, until the 
Morton well is completed or aban¬ 
doned. 

The well is at the corner of 
Smeltzer road and Huntington 
Beach boulevard, almost midway 
between Midway City and Ocean- 
view.

Purchase of the Main Service 
garage at 614 North Main street 
by L. T. Butt of this city was an¬ 
nounced today. 

Butt has resided here for many 
years and has engaged in various 
business enterprises. He also has 
had business experience in a num¬ 
ber of other localities throughout 
the state. 

The purchase was made from 
Mrs. Mary Garstang, 608 Grand 
avenue, widow of the late Richard 
Garstang, former owner of the 
business. The consideration was 
not made public. 

The Main Service garage has 
been operated as an all night busi¬ 
ness. Butt said today he will be 
glad to greet all his old friends at 
his new place of business, where 
he also will welcome new ones. 


Santa Ana ranks among the 
eight lowest cities in the nation 
in its bonded indebtedne.ss. The 
total figure for the city is only 
$679,900. or $2,3.34 per person. 

This was revealed today by City 
Auditor Lloyd Banks, exhibiting 
a table of costs of government in 
•some 200 cities of the nation, in 
which only seven had lower bonded 
debts than Santa Ana. 

A total of $130.96 is the citi¬ 
zen’s bill for bonds, judging on 
a basis of 30,32,'5 residents, but 
that figure includes far more than 
cost of running the city .and build¬ 
ing the city hall. Banks pointed 
otit. The $ lot).96 includes some 
$2.117,2.50 for school construction, 
and $1.149.7.50 for special assc.ss- 
ments which cover things like 
.street paving, 

Sehf>ol Rcbiiihling 

And charging .school and as¬ 
sessment costs to the city. Banks 
pointed out, is like charging the 
wife's new dress to the price of 
a dinner, and .saying the meal 
was expensive. 

The total bonded debt for .all 
three costs is slightly above the 
average, lifted there by compara¬ 
tively large costs for reconstruc¬ 
tion of .schools made unsafe by 
earthquakes, a situation not found 
in most cities in the United Slates. 

Compared with other cities its 
size in California, .Santa Ana's 
bonded debt is surprisingly small. 
To compare with Santa Ana's 
$679,900, I3anks exhibited figures 
for a few other California cities: 

Others Higher 

.Santa Barbara, $2,058,000: Riv¬ 
erside. $1,017,000: Whittier, $846,- 
000: Alhambra. $696,000: Pomona. 
$1.,3.5,5,000: and Beverly HilLs. $3,- 
064,000. 

"For its size. Santa Ana has 
one of the lowest per capita costs 
of any city in California,” Banks 
concluded. 

Here’s how the $13096 comes 
to be owed by each one of the 
city's 30.325 residents he owes 
$23.34 to the city's creditors. 
$69.81 for school bonds, and $37.91 
for special assessments.

This habit h*« 
so many advantages and ao few 
drawbacks that everybody desire.* 
It for his children. 

The children of the rich, thr 
middle rla.ss and poor all need the 
fresh air. sunshine, contact with 
nature and some roughing of It 
with strange children. 

All children of the cities and 
towns need the good health rou¬ 
tine education of a summer camp 

In choo.sing a camp for your 
child common .sense should be 
used. All camps give glowing pic¬ 
tures of their facilities, but you 
should choose for your own boy 
or girl what .suits them. It should 
not be too near home, because 
frequent vi.siting by the parents 
breaks up the camp routine and 
may make your child homeaick. 

The camp supervisora ahouM be 
considered. They should be people 
who love and understand chlMren 
and excel In patience and taet. 
f'hooae a place that ia ivell 
I drained, without.much underbruah 
' to harbor mo.squitoes and bugs. 

If po.ssible, it ia better to have 
cottages than tents, for tents 
are very uncomfortable in wet 
weather. There should be plenty 
of shade The water supply and 
the swimming pools should be 
tested for typhoid and other Im- 
I purities. Swift running water is 
to be avoided. Milk should come 
from tuberculin tested cows and 
be pasteurized or boiled. Cottages 
must be screened and lighted with 
electricity as a fire precaution. 
You should carefully obaerve the 
sanitary precautiona. Wstar sup¬ 
ply and waste disposal ean be 
hygienic even if promitive. The 
toilet arrangements should ba as 
clean as in your own home. 

Every large camp or group of 
camps should have an experienced 
physician and nurse con.stantl.v on 
duty.

A FEW good people—who really should know better— 
are agitating around town for unrestricted child labor. 
They complain that America will never fulfill its economic 
destiny unless shop owners and farmers are allowed to 
hire kids 16 years of age and under for adult work at 
stingy wages. 

They view any decent proposal to halt the exploita¬ 
tion of immature minds and bodies as a diabolical plot of 
the politicians to gain control in some mysterious way of 
the nation’s children, or as the stupid vanity of egotistic 
parents. 

But let’s look at the truth of it. Back before the 
Machine Age gave Man the wonderful force of electricity 
and steam, little kids had to work because human energy 
was the principal source of power and every ounce of it 
had to be put to good use to keep the family or community 
from starving. 

There wasn’t any unemployment problem in those 
days, either. All the adults were at work. Even prisoners 
had to work, rowing the galleys or delving in the mines. 
And there were slaves. 

But times have changed, no matter how much some of 
us don’t like it. The wonderful new machines that hum in 
every factory and roar on every farm, the magic force of 
electricity that flows through the wires into the washing 
machine, the lights, or the vacuum cleaner, and the myriad 
of other marvels of the Machine Age have completely 
altered the problem of human labor. 

As things are today, there is a surplus—instead of a 
shortage—of human labor. 

It has now become economically unwise and unsound 
to place children in the farms and factories. In the first 
place, they are no longer needed there. In the second, 
they are not as efficient as grownups. And in the third, 
it is better for the future of society that they be allowed 
to continue as far as possible in their education and growth 
without having to suffer the stunting influence of long 
hours and hard labor. 

The day of unrestricted child labor has passed, thank 
God. There’s no longer any excuse—either economic or 
moral—for exploiting little children.
